Turkey, a non-belligerent ally ol 
the British, is under considerable 
German pressure to .loin the "new 
order" In Europe without a flcrht. 
Rhodes lies only about 15 miles 
from the nearest point of Turkish 
territory.

Soviet Parachutists.

Russian parachutists had captured 
fortified positions behind the Ger- 
man lines near Smolensk and had 
taken two towns in the Vyabma 
sector, east of Smolensk. German 
attempts to mop up the parachut- 
ists had failed, a Swedish corres- 
pondent wrote.

Italian communique, attacked the

Mediterranean foothold of the axis 
just off the Turkish coast.

FATAL IDLENESS 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


The American people probably trust Donald 


Nelson as much as they trust anybody. He is an ex- 
tremely able man, he is a patriot, and he know* 
what he is doing and what the national situation is. 
His last statement to the nation might well be post- 
ed on the •wall of every factory and home in Amer- 
ica. Here is what he says: 


''If we are to achieve victory for the ideals we 


free men have always loved, then we on the pro- 
duction lines must abandon every other considera- 
tion, except increasing production and increasing it 
every day. If we fail in that, we shall burn in the 
flames of a public wrath so intense that in its heat 
it might consume the very standards we have set 
t'or free men to live by. 


"When I say we can increase production sub- 


stantially by greater use of existing machinery, I am 
thinking of the 20 per cent of war plants operating 
only five or five and one-half days a week. I am 
thinking of the many plants closed Sundays. I have 
in mind the second shifts using only 40 per cent of 
plant capacity and the third shifts using only 20 
per cent. 


"This, as you can readily understand, mean* 


that thousands of machines for war production now 
stand idle part or all of every week-end and from 
eight to 16 hours every day. And, I might add, 
idle tools work for Hitler." 


The war has reached a stage where it is dan- 


erous and disgraceful not to have all the tools and 
materials available • used by all of the men necces- 
sary to operate them, every hour of every week. 
We cannot be entirey sure even then of crushing the 
foes that have got the jump on us and are openly 
threatening our civilization and our lives. But if we 
must die in a supreme effort to save ourselves, at 
lease we can die self-respectingly on the job.

INSECT DAMAGING TO 
FRUIT DECLARED BE 
EAS1LYCONTROLLED 


Curculio, the insect that causes 


worms in peaches and plums, may 
easily be controlled by spraying, 
according to the. county agent, H. 
C. Robinson, who estimates that 
upward to half of tho fruit crop 
in Navarro County is damaged or 
ruined every year by this insect. 
Its eggs are deposited while 
the 


fruit is very small, hatching out 
as the fruits near maturity. This 
spray will also control brown rot 
and scab. 


Spray No. 1— When most of the 


blossoms 
have 
shed: 
Mix 
five 


pounds of wettable sulphur, three 
pounds 
of zinc 
sulphate, 
three 


pounds of hydrated lime, and one 
pound of arsnate of lead to fifty 
gallons of water. To prepare, dis- 
solve the zinc sulphate in spray 
tank. Add the lime 
as 
a thin 


creamy paste to a nearly full tank 
before adding the other ingredients. 
Spray No. 2— Shuck Spray: About 


ten days after the blossoms have 
shed and the shucks of the blos- 
soms are in evidence at the base 
of the tiny peaches or plums, re- 
peat Spray No. 1. 


Spray No. 3— Two weeks after 


shuck spray: Same as Spray No. 2. 


Spraying 
Equipment— A knap- 
sack sprayer with a suitable spray 
rod and angle nozzle will do satis- 
factory work on small trees, but 
where the fruit on large trees (six 
to ten feet in height) is to be pro- 
tected, a barrel sprayer with a six- 
foot spray rod or powder spraying 
equipment is essential. To produce 
insect and disease free fruit, the 
surface of the fruit, foliage and 
branches must be completely cov- 
ered with the spray material.
